days of heavy shelling, the Suez 
Canal was reported quiet again 
today. Egypt prepared a hero s 
funeral for its army chief of 
staff, Gen. Abdel Moneim Riad, 
who was fatally wounded by an 
Israeli shell Sunday. 
“ They are burying their gen 
eral at noon, so we don’t expect 
trouble today," an Israeli mili 
tary source said. 
U.N, observers blamed Egypt 
for the start of the artillery duel 
Saturday. They reported to U.N. 
headquarters that they observed 
the Egyptians firing from one to 
32 minutes before the Israelis 
opened up along the blocked 
waterway, 
Israeli shells hit Egypt s oil 
refinery at Suez for the fourth 
time since the 19 6 7 war, and the

still burning today, Egypt said 
three tanks were set afire. 
Israel said one of its Piper 
Cubs was shot down, three Is­ 
raelis including the pilot were 
killed and 14 were wounded.

1 Where the Mo ney Is 


With so many millio ns no w in the sto ck market—o ne 
o ut o f eight ho useho lds, appro x imately —it is no t surpris­ 
ing to learn that o rganized crime has fo und its way to 
Wall Street. After all, that is where the mo ney is, and 
a majo r o bject o f o rganized crime is to rake in all the 
mo ney it can get, legitimately o r no t. 
What is surprising abo ut the ackno wledgement o f the 
head o f the Big Bo ard—the New Yo rk Sto ck Ex change, 
the natio n’s biggest—is that o rganized crime has in­ 
filtrated the securities industry to take adv antage o f the 
turmo il caused by an immense backlo g o f paper wo rk. 
Ro bert W. Haack, the ex change president, admitted 
that criminals were stealing securities, and that these 
subsequently turned up as failures to make deliv ery 
fro m o ne bro kerage ho use to ano ther. With abo ut 25 ,000 
new suppo rt perso nnel added to the staffs o f the member 
firms o f the ex change, it is no t surprising that they in­ 
clude criminals who are stealing securities fo r a crime 
sy ndicate. 
It is so hard to get clerical help in Wall Street, al­ 
mo st any bo dy can get into the securities business. Mar­ 
kets hav e been running so high that trading o ne day 
a week was suspended while the member firms go t 
caught up o n their clerical wo rk. That has enabled nu­ 
mero us crime related men to infiltrate the industry . 
The paper wo rk jam has been mo st sev ere in the 
o v er-the-co unter business. Tho se firms were warned by 
the Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Security Dealers as early 
as mid-19 6 8 o f the po ssibility that o rganized crime was 
mo v ing in. The FBI is lo o king into a number o f cases 
o f sto len sto ck certificates, but the Securities and Ex ­ 
change Co mmissio n is y et to take no tice, because it has 
no info rmatio n that criminals are the majo r cause o f 
the fail-to deliv er pro blem. 
Organized crime can play hav o c with the sto ck mar­ 
ket if these charges o f infiltratio n ho ld up. They sho uld 
be run do wn bo th by the FBI and the SEC. A taint o f 
o rganized crime must be quickly erased. The integrity 
o f the sto ck ex change is essential to American business.

Nix o n’s Repo rt o n Missio n 
To Euro pe Was Skillful • 


WASHINGTON—Millions of 
persons who heard President 
Nix on talk du ring his tele­ 
v ised 
news 
conference 
on 
Tu esday night mu st hav e won­ 
dered if he had memorized 
the answers in adv ance or if 
they 
were 
impromptu 
and 
“ off the cu ff." 
The 
session 
was 
indeed 
u niq u e and an u nprecedented 
confrontation 
between 
the 
press and a President of the 
United States who had ju st 
retu rned 
from 
abroad. 
It 
lasted 55 minu tes—the longest 
telev ised news conference ev er 
held 
at 
the 
White 
Hou se. 
Su bjects of su ch great impor­ 
tance in international affairs— 
directly related to the peace 
of the world—were cov ered so 
fu lly that it is natu ral for cu r­ 
iosity to be ex pressed as to 
how Mr. Nix on had trained 
himself for the occasion. For 
u nq u estionably it was a most 
u nu su al news 
conference — 
comprehensiv e answers deliv ­ 
ered in almost perfect sy ntax 
and with clear-cu t statements 
on issu es of far-reaching sig­ 
nificance. 
Preparation for the confer­ 
ence on Mr. Nix on’s part can 
be said really to hav e started 
nearly ten day s before he left 
for Eu rope. He insisted on one 
of the most intensiv e series of 
briefings on foreign 
affairs 
ev er arranged for a president. 
Fiv e thick v olu mes of back­ 
grou nd papers were compiled 
by the State Department abou t 
the fiv e cou ntries which the 
President was to v isit. 
An­ 
other v olu me cov ered NATO 
and related Eu ropean prob­ 
lems. 
Mr. Nix on read ev ery word 
of those docu ments and spent 
long hou rs stu dy ing them at 


night. 
Also, there was a spe­ 
cial briefing at the Pentagon 
for the President, and ev ery 
day for a fu ll week White 
Hou se aides from the Nation­ 
al Secu rity Cou ncil contribu ted 
more briefings. 
All 
this 
preparation, 
of 
cou rse, was not designed only 
for the President’s meeting 
w-ith the press. 
It was his 
means of stu dy ing u p for the 
talks schedu led with the lead­ 
ers of the Eu ropean cou n­ 
tries. 
It enabled the Presi­ 
dent to discu ss a v ariety of 
topics in the 
fiv e capitals 
which he v isited. 
The frank 
ex changes with foreign lead­ 
ers which took place du ring 
his trip also sharpened the 
President’s mind for the news 
conference. 
Mr Nix on realized before 
his departu re for Eu rope that 
he wou ld hav e to ex plain and 
report on his mission to the 
American 
people 
when 
he 
retu rned home. It had been 
planned in adv ance that he 
wou ld 
make 
his 
telev ision 
presentation 
on 
Thu rsday 
night, fou r day s after he was 
back in Washington. Bu t when 
he 
went 
to

Monday , he decided that the 
news conference 
shou ld 
be 
held 
the 
v ery

becau se of the element of 
timeliness. Also, he wanted to 
answer q u estions 
while

become absorbed in meetings 
that wou ld be held du ring the 
week inside the gov ernment. 
Bu t how did Mr. Nix on Set 
ready

American policy today has a

Drew Pearso n Say s 
New Mo d era te Influence Seen 
In Mid d le Ea st With Mrs. Meir 


WASHINGTON—M rs. Golda 
Meir, the stern schoolteacher 
from Milwau kee who will lead 
Israel in its cu rrent time of 
crisis, has been a leader in 
two other crises. To some 
ex tent her election as Prime 
Minister may help to weld 
together 
the 
hawkish 
and 
dov ish forces of the Israeli 
people, thou gh she is more 
of a hawk than a dov e. 
In the past, Mrs. Meir has 
been known to the Arabs as 
e moderate. 
In 1948. du ring the cru cial 
day s of Israel’s War of In­ 
dependence, she risked her 
life by going to the old city 
of Jersu lem disgu ised as a 
Arab woman, to confer with 
the late King Abdu llah of 
Jordan regarding peace talks 
between Israel and its neigh­ 
bor, Jordan. They hav e v ital 
common interests, and Ab­ 
du llah, 
a 
moderate 
Arab, 
recognized this. Twice he and 
Mrs. Meir conferred in secret. 
Bu t the fact that they were 
meeting 
leaked 
ou t. 
and 
Abdu llah was assassinated as 
he knelt in pray er in the 
Great Mosq u e of Jeru salem. 
His grandson. Prince Hu ssein, 
was at his side. Hu ssein, now 
King, and also a moderate, 
has tried to follow his grand­ 
father’s conciliatory policies, 
against great adv ersity and 
theats u pon his life. 
Mrs. 
Meir 
gav e 
u p 
a 
teaching career in Milwau kee 
to go to Palestine and fight 
the 
battles 
of 
a 
Jewish 
homeland, giv ing u p also her 
name 
“ Mey er" 
for 
the 
Hebrew 
“Meir." Her 
stern 
f a c e 
registers 
cou rage, 
determination, su ffering. She 
does not smile easily . 
When I was in Jeru salem 
some y ears ago, interv iewing 
Mrs. 
Meir 
on 
film 
for 
telev ision. 
t h e 
produ cer, 
Baru ch Dienar, whispered to 
me, "Get her to smile." 
"Is it tru e. Mrs. Meir," I 
asked, "that when y ou were 
a teacher in Milwau kee y ou r 
secret boy friend was Sen. Joe 
McCarthy ?" 
Mrs. Meir smiled. 
In 
1956 57 , 
immediately 
after the su ccessfu l 
Israeli 
occu pation 
of 
the 
Sinai 
Peninsu la and the defeat of 
the 
Egy ptian 
army . 
Mrs. 
Meir. then Foreign Minister, 


had 
the 
difficu lt 
job 
of 
representing her cou ntry in 
the United Nations. President 
Eisenhower had pressu red the 
British and French to desert 
Israel du ring the climax of 
this war, and Israel was left 
alone to defend herself in the 
U.N. and elsewhere. 
There 
were demands from the entire 
Arab world, backed by the 
Eisenhower 
administration, 
that Israel pu ll ou t. 
LBJ Lent Su pport 
Mrs. Meir carrid on the 
United Nations debate almost 
alone. Later she told me that 
the 
one 
v oice 
of 
en­ 
cou ragement she heard was 
from the then Senator from 
Tex as, Ly ndon B. Johnson, 
who defended Israel’s light to 
transit 
throu gh the 
Su ez 
Canal. 
Israeli troops were finally 
withdrawn, after Eisenhower 
pu blicly pledged to ou pport 
the right of Israel shipping 
transit 
throu gh Su ez. 
He 
stated in a nationwide TV- 
radio address: "We shou ld not 
assu me that, if Israel with­ 
draws, 
Egy pt 
wnll 
prev ent 
Israeli shipping from u sing 
the Su ez Canal. If, u nhappily . 
Egy pt does hereafter v iolate 
the armistice agreement, then 
this 
shou ld 
be 
dealt 
with 
firmly 
by 
the society 
of 
nations.” 
It was the breaking of this 
pledge, and the su bseq u ent 
stoppage 
of 
Israeli 
transit 
throu gh the Gu lf of Aq aba, 
that led to the six -day war 
in Ju ne, 1967 , and the ev e-for- 
an-ey e-tooth-for-a-tooth policy 
that has followed. 
The 
people 
of 
Israel, 
determined as ev er to tight 
for a homeland, are div ided 
ov er this policy , especially the 
recent retaliatory raid on the 
Beiru t airport which alienated 
many moderate Arabs and 
many friends of Israel in the 
United States. 
Gen. Moshe Day an, minister 
of defense, has been the chief 
champion of that policy , also 
the one dissenting v oice in the 
cabinet to Mrs. Meir as prime 
minister. 
Mrs. 
Meir 
is 
a 
strong 
believ er 
that 
Israel 
mu st 
defend itself, bu t differs with 
Day an 
somewhat 
regarding 
the ex tent of the ey e-for-an- 


ey e policy . As prime minister 
she will be tou gh. Bu t she 
also believ es that somehow or 
other, 
despite 
the 
cu rrent 
hatred and obstacles, Israel 
mu st 
ev entu ally 
win 
the 
cooperation of the Arab world. 
In 1964, I spoke with lier, 
after first v isiting Egy pt. I 
reported 
that 
many 
Egy p­ 
tians, while not fond of Israel, 
felt that Israel was there to 
stay and mu st be rocognized 
as a nation. They did not want 
to get into another war. 
Arabs More Tolerant 
Mrs. 
Meir 
noted 
with 
satisfaction 
a 
growth 
of 
moderation 
and 
tolerance 
toward Israel among some of 
the Arab states. She felt that 
u nderstanding 
was 
a 
long, 
slow process 
bu t mu st be 
encou raged. 
This is the lady who now 
takes ov er the helm of the 
most beleagu ered Democracy 
in 
the 
world, 
completely 
su rrou nded by enemies, with 
the United States as its chief 
f r i e n d . 
She 
and 
Mme. 
Ghandhi of India are the only 
women prime ministers in the 
world. Two other women hav e 
serv ed 
as 
Prime Ministers. 
Ana Pau ker in Romania and 
M m e . 
Bandaranaika 
in 
Cey lon. 
In 1957 , after a trip throu gh 
sev eral of the Arab states, I 
crossed into Israel and had 
an interv iew with the Prime 
Minister Ben-Gu rion. He was 
so intent on asking me what 
was 
going 
on 
among

Arabs that I fou nd my self in 
a position no newspaperman 
shou ld be 
in. that of an­ 
swering the q u estions rather 
than asking them. Finally I

Manpower goals projected as 
reasonable for the 197 0s by the 
National Planning Association 
su ggests t h a t hu ndreds of 
thou sands of technical and pro­ 
fessional jobs beckon y ou ng 
black Americans. 
In a stu dy drawn together by 
NPA specialist Leonard Lecht, 
it is estimated that 260,000 
nonwhite engineers and scien­ 
tists wou ld be req u ired by 1975 
if their representation in these 
fields is to match their ex ­ 
pected 11 per cent proportion 
of total civ ilian employ ment. 
Since blacks presently are 
ba d l y u nderrepresented in 
these fields. Lecht figu res that 
the gain between now and 
197 5 wou ld hav e to be in the 
range of 200.000. In 1964. non­ 
whites made u p ju st three per 
cent of total employ ment in 
engineering and science. 
NPA projections su ggest fu r­ 
ther that by 197 5 there will be 
need for 140.000 more nonwhite 
elementary 
a n d 
secondary 
school teachers. 60.000 profes­ 
sional nu rses, 25.000 practical 
nu rses, 
large 
increases 
in 
many serv ice occu pations—in­ 
clu ding 200,000 hospital atten­ 
dants. 
The worst black and other 
nonwhite u nderrepresentation 
is plainly in those areas, in­ 
clu ding medicine, where long 
and costly higher edu cation is 
a condition of entry . 
Obv iou sly , poor early school­ 


ing conditions, lack of financ­ 
ing. and discrimination both in 
professional schools and in 
professional practice hav e all 
play ed a part in this u nder­ 
representation. 
In the book. "This U.S.A.." 
by Ben Wattenberg and for­ 
mer censu s director Richard 
Scammon, the au thors esti­ 
mate that if Negroes today had 
the same proportions of doc­ 
tors, lawy ers, engineers and 
accou ntants that U.S. whitea 
hav e in these fields, there 
wou ld now be some 37 5,000 
more blacks performing 
in 
su ch occu pations than is the 
case. 
Ev en if all discrimination 
barriers and financial handi­ 
caps v anished tomorrow, the 
inescapable e a r l y schooling 
deficiencies, plu s the normally 
long professional 
t r a i n i n g 
period lay a heav y challenge 
u pon both black and whites 
to close the gap and allow 
Negroes to enjoy proportionate 
representation in these fields 
where f u t u r e opportu nities 
beckon so insistently . 
Set against this astonishing 
contex t of 
opportu nity ,

present campu s clamor for

sets the tone of adv ancing 
American life and daily alters 
the kinds and nu mbers of jobs 
which need to be filled. 
This rising tide of knowledge 
cannot be resisted by black 
stu dent insistence on cou rses 
in Swahili, history of West 
Africa, Afro-Caribbean history 
or African geography . 
To the ex tent that su ch 
stu dies contribu te to a black 
man’s sense of identity and 
pride and an appreciation of 
his heritage, they are adm ir­ 
able and u nobjectionable. To 
the ex tent it is imagined they 
prepare American blacks for 
life in the 197 0s and thereafter, 
they are a dangerou s decep­ 
tion and a frightfu l waste of 
emotional and mental energies. 
The cry for "black stu dies." 
cou pled 
with demands that 
only black teachers instru ct in 
this field and stu dents them­ 
selv es choose the teachers, fits 
indeed into a grav ely u nreal 
notion of black apartheid. 
The logical end of the black 
separatism loosely preached 
in this cou ntry by black na­ 
tionalists and others is a whole­ 
sale phy sical separation which 
wou ld make Sou th Africa’s 
massiv e segregation and the 
Nazis’ hu ge shu ffling of Jews

like

Miner Tha nk s Go d fo r Rescue 


L A R K . Utah 
(A) — Tough, 
grizzled William “ Buck ” Jones 
relaxed in a hospital bed today, 
freed from the tiny cell of rock 
that held him captive deep in a 
Utah mountain for eight days. 
Jones. 61-year-old father of 11, 
was brought to safety Sunday 
night by rescuers who had tun­ 
neled tediously through 23 feet 
of rock to his cubicle. 
After 
an 
emotional 
reunion 
with his big family at the mine 
entrance, Jones was whisk ed 20 
miles to a Salt Lak e City hospi­ 
tal for examination and rest. He 
look ed weary, but obviously was 
in high spirits. 
“ I want a shower!” he shout­ 
ed. “ I think I need it.” The echo 
rang down the hospital corridor. 


! 
He got a bath instead. Then 
he shaved himself, had a dinner 
of ham and eggs and watched a 
television replay of his rescue. 
A 
hospital 
spok eman 
said 
there would be no immediate in­ 
terviews. 
It was a tearful, joyful scene 
when the tunnel train carrying 
Jones to safety reached the sur­ 
face after a j'^-mile ride from 
the 
shaft 
in 
which 
he 
was 
i trapped by a cave-in March 1. 
A cheer went up from more 
than 300 persons crowding the 
tunnel opening, including Jones’ 
entire family. Her eyes glisten 
ing, Mrs. Jones cried. ‘‘Buck . I 
Jove you:” His children shouted. 
“ Hi. d ad :”

“ Hello, mother,” the weary. 


bearded Jones said to his wife. 
Then the two spent a private 
moment in the covered mine 
car before fellow miners carried 
him to an ambulance.

Mrs. Jones said he was “ very 
tired” 
but 
had 
laughed 
and 
talk ed with her. 
A nurse said Jones did not ap­ 
pear to have any cuts or bad 
bruises, but had “ awfully red 
k nees, probably from having to 
k neel a lot.” 
Jones’s quarters were about 5 
feet wide, and only high enough 
for him to crouch in. 
The rescue climaxed days of 
danger and frustration for work ­ 


ers who risk ed their own lives in 
the narrow shaft of the lead, 
zinc and silver mine.
